Notice of Violation and Penalty Assessment 
Case Number: 1303 



Dear Mr. Rowe and Ms. Austin: 

This letter is a Notice of Violation and Penalty Assessment for violations of Chapter 65 
of Title 3.2 of the Code of Virginia, otherwise known as the Comprehensive Animal Care 
laws, in regards to the maintenance of an animal pound facility by the City of Portsmouth 
and the Portsmouth Humane Society.

The Board of Agriculture and Consumer Services has authorized the Office of Animal 
Care and Health Policy to assess civil penalties pursuant to § 3.2-6546 of the Code of 
Virginia for such violations. 



Violations: 

Per § 3.2-6503 of the Code of Virginia, every animal pound must provide adequate care 
for each companion animal in its custody. On August 30, 2013 this office has found the 
City of Portsmouth and the Portsmouth Humane Society in violation of this statute. This 
violation specifically entails the failure of the City of Portsmouth and the Portsmouth 
Humane Society to ensure that every companion animal in its custody was provided with 
adequate feed, water, space, and shelter. This failure is considered a critical violation. 

Per 2 VAC 5-1 10-40 of the Virginia Administrative Code, every animal pound must meet 
minimal animal housing standards. On August 30, 2013 this office has found the City of 
Portsmouth and the Portsmouth Humane Society in violation of this provision. This 
violation specifically entails the failure of the City of Portsmouth and the Portsmouth 
Humane Society to ensure that animals in its custody are maintained in quarters to 
prevent their escape, protect them from injury, and safeguard them from being stolen. 
This failure is considered a critical violation. 

Per 2 VAC 5-1 10-40 of the Virginia Administrative Code, every animal pound must meet 
minimal animal housing standards. On March 6, 2013 and August 30, 2013 this office 
has found the City of Portsmouth and the Portsmouth Humane Society in violation of this 
provision. This violation specifically entails the failure of the City of Portsmouth and the 
Portsmouth Humane Society to ensure that animal runs shall be of a surface material that 
will permit proper cleaning and disinfecting. The August 30, 2013 violation is a second 
non-critical violation. 



Penalty Assessment: 

The City of Portsmouth and the Portsmouth Humane Society is assessed a civil penalty of 
$1,250.00 for the above violations. The process by which this civil penalty was 
calculated is outlined in the Civil Penalty Assessment Report (Attachment A) as per the 
Virginia Animal Pound and Shelter Civil Penalty Assessment Decision Matrix 
(Attachment B). 



Factual Basis for Civil Penalty Assessment: 

On August 30, 2013 this office performed a site visit to the Portsmouth Humane Society, 
which also serves as the contracted animal pound facility for the City of Portsmouth, to 
investigate allegations that cats in the custody of the facility were being turned loose into 
a wooded area on the facility grounds. Staff confirmed that a "feral cat colony" was being 
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maintained on the facility property consisting of cats that had formerly been confined 
within the facility, but indicated that all such cats had been personally adopted by facility 
staff prior to release. 

Facility staff indicated that a densely wooded area to the west of the shelter building was 
the site of the feral cat colony. There was no enclosure around the area, which was in 
close proximity to an active rail line and Interstate 264. Staff indicated that there were 
several foam shelters in the woods, and that the cats otherwise sheltered under a large 
rock. Two large piles of cat feed were visible on the edge of the wooded area. The feed 
had been placed directly on the ground where it had become saturated with moisture and 
spoiled attracting a considerable number of flies. No water was visible, and staff 
confirmed that none was present. Staff indicated that this was not the norm, and that they 
routinely provided feed and water every "one or two days". 

Facility staff was unable to provide a discrete list of the cats that had been released in this 
area, but indicated that approximately 40 cats had been released since the inception of the 
practice one year ago. Staff indicated that they were routinely able to glimpse 
approximately 20 of these cats, and were unsure if the remainder of the cats were still 
present. 

Records of cats adopted by five current and former employees of the Portsmouth Humane 
Society were provided by facility staff (Attachment C). Review of these records 
indicated that in fact as many as 91 cats were purportedly adopted by these employees 
and released on the property; it was indicated by staff that additional staff members may 
have also participated in this program. 

This office does not concur that these cats were in fact personally adopted by facility staff 
that accepted full and independent responsibility for their care; but rather has determined 
that these cats are still in the custody of the Portsmouth Humane Society. Our position is 
based on the following: 1) These cats were released on the property of the facility, in 
some cases not by the individual reported as the adopter; 2) The minimal care provided to 
these cats is by facility staff during their scheduled work hours; 3) The feed and water 
provided to these cats is supplied by the Portsmouth Humane Society; 4) Though none 
has reportedly been provided to date, facility staff indicated that the Portsmouth Humane 
Society will provide any needed or required veterinary treatment; 5) The staff present 
who indicated that they had adopted a portion of these cats were not able to indicate how 
many were under their purported ownership without consulting the facility's records; 6) 
A portion of these cats were purportedly adopted by individuals no longer affiliated with 
the Portsmouth Humane Society and yet were believed to still be on the property under 
the care of the Portsmouth Humane Society; and 7) staff throughout the visit referred to 
the cats as "our feral cat colony" inferring custodianship of these cats by the Portsmouth 
Humane Society. 

The conditions in which these cats are kept by the Portsmouth Humane Society constitute 
critical violations of the Comprehensive Animal Care laws of the Commonwealth and 
pursuant regulations of the Virginia Administrative Code. There are demonstrable 
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critical failures to provide adequate care, adequate feed, adequate shelter, and adequate 
water as defined by § 3.2-6500 and required by § 3.2-6503 of the Code of Virginia; and 
the Portsmouth Humane Society is unable to demonstrate the provision of veterinary 
treatment when needed. The condition of these cats also constitutes a critical violation of 
2 VAC 5-1 10-40 of the Virginia Administrative Code, which requires that animals be 
maintained in quarters that prevent their escape, protect them from injury, and safeguard 
them from being stolen. 

It was also noted on August 30, 2013 that animals were being maintained inside the 
facility in break rooms, offices, and visitation rooms that were not compliant with 2 VAC 
5-1 10-40 of the Virginia Administrative Code, which requires that all enclosures and runs 
shall be of a surface material that will permit proper cleaning and disinfecting, and that 
such enclosures or runs protect animal from injury. The wall surfaces of these rooms 
were painted drywall, which had in some cases been extensively damaged by the animals. 
This does not constitute a surface that can be adequately cleaned and disinfected. 
Furthermore, the ingestion of drywall can present a significant safety and health hazard to 
animals. This was compounded by allowing these animals access to electrical fittings 
and equipment. This violation was also noted on the March 6, 2013 routine inspection of 
the facility by this office (Attachment D). 

Though not included in this penalty assessment, it was also observed on August 30, 2013 
that several animals in the facility were not provided with adequate space as defined by § 
3.2-6500 and required by § 3.2-6503 of the Code of Virginia. Dog runs were noted that 
contained too many animals to allow for the provision of adequate space; furthermore 
two dogs were confined in an office in crates that were too small to allow the animals to 
stand in a normal posture. Repeat violations of this nature will be subject to civil 
penalties. 



Resolution Procedure: 

These civil penalties may be resolved by singing the enclosed Consent Resolution and 
remitting the penalty of $ 1 ,250.00 within 30 days of receipt of this Notice. Payment of 
this penalty may be made by either check or money order made payable to the Treasurer 
of Virginia. Please reference "VD ACS OACHP 1303" on the payment. Payment of the 
civil penalty affirms your intention not to request a conference or contest the penalty. 

Should you not wish to enter into the enclosed Consent Resolution, I invite you to attend 
an informal fact finding conference pursuant to § 2.2-4019 of the Code of Virginia to 
discuss dispensation of this civil penalty assessment by consent resolution, or to appeal 
the factual basis of this assessment. You may be represented by counsel at the informal 
fact finding conference if you so choose. At the informal fact finding conference, you 
and your counsel will have the opportunity to provide testimony and all documentary 
evidence that you feel is needed to support your position in this matter. Please confirm in 
writing to my office your intent to attend an informal fact finding conference within 30 
days of receipt of this Notice. 
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Please contact my office if you have questions regarding this Notice of Violation and 
Penalty Assessment.

Dr. Richard L. Wilkes, State Veterinarian and Director, Division of Animal and Food 
Industry Services, Virginia Department of Agriculture and Consumer Services (VDACS), 
has determined the Portsmouth, which serves as the animal pound facility for the City of 
Portsmouth, to be in violation of the Virginia Comprehensive Animal Care laws. Section 
3.2-6546(K) of the Code of Virginia provides for the assessment of civil penalties when 
violations of the Comprehensive Animal Care laws or pursuant regulations occur. 
VDACS has determined that civil penalty assessments totaling $1,250.00 are appropriate. 

The City of Covington and the Portsmouth Humane Society (the responsible parties) 
acknowledge that the Portsmouth Humane Society violated Section 3.2-6503 of the Code 
of Virginia and Chapter 2 VAC 5-1 10 of the Virginia Administrative Code. In 
consideration of VDACS entering into this Consent Resolution, these parties waive their 
right to appeal the assessment imposed by VDACS and agree that: 

L The responsible parties shall remit the $1,250.00 assessment within 30 days of 
receipt of the Notice of Violation and Penalty Assessment; 

2. The responsible parties shall expeditiously but no later than by October 3 1 , 201 3 
ensure that all animals in their custody, including all companion animals on the 
surrounding grounds of the Portsmouth Humane Society, are appropriately 
confined and provided all aspects of care as required by Section 3.2-6503 of the 
Code of Virginia; 

3. The responsible parties shall provide VDACS with a written corrective action 
plan for the Portsmouth Humane Society facility to ensure that all animals are 
confined in accordance with Chapter 2 VAC 5-1 10 of the Virginia 
Administrative Code by November 30, 2013; and 

4. The responsible parties shall provide VDACS with a written corrective action 
plan for the Portsmouth Humane Society facility to ensure that all animal 
adoptions by staff members and volunteers are lawful and with regard to the 
requirements placed on the owners of companion animals by Section 3.2-6503 of 
the Code of Virginia by November 30, 2013. 
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The undersigned executing this Consent Order on behalf of the responsible parties 
represents that he has the authority to do so and to bind them by his execution hereof.

Civil Penalty Matrix 
Guidelines for Enforcement 



These guidelines provide direction to the State Veterinarian and the State Veterinarian's 
representative in evaluating the civil penalty that may be considered appropriate for various 
violations of the Code of Virginia and Virginia Administrative Code by the responsible 
authorities of animal pounds and shelters. It is designed to insure that violations committed by 
pounds and animal shelters will be evaluated, and penalties will be uniformly assessed, to the 
extent practicable, by the Board of Agriculture and Consumer Services. 



SECTION 1: AUTHORITY 

The Board of Agriculture and Consumer Services shall implement a civil penalties program for 
Virginia's animal pounds and shelters through the Commissioner of Agriculture and Consumer 
Services and Virginia Department of Agriculture and Consumer Services staff, to include the Director 
of the Division of Animal and Food Industry Services (State Veterinarian) and Division of Animal and 
Food Industry Services staff pursuant to §§ 3.2-6546 and 3.2-6548 of the Code of Virginia. 



SECTION 2: DEFINITIONS 

Definitions listed below are in supplement to §§ 3.2-5900 and 3.2-6500 of the Code of Virginia. 
Board: The Board of Agriculture and Consumer Services. 

Critical Violation: A noncompliance with the Code of Virginia or Virginia Administrative Code that 
causes animal death, serious injury, or egregious suffering that is found upon inspection or 
investigation by the State Veterinarian's representative. 

Egregious Suffering: A condition under which a companion animal is subject to extreme duress or 
discomfort, be it physically or behaviorally manifested, due to a conspicuous noncompliance with the 
Code of Virginia or Virginia Administrative Code. 

Letter of Information: A written notification to the pound or animal shelter that non-critical violations 
have been identified during the pound or shelter inspection process. 

Non-Critical Violation: A noncompliance with the Code of Virginia or Virginia Administrative Code 
that does not cause animal death, serious injury, or egregious suffering that is found upon inspection 
or investigation by the State Veterinarian's representative. 

Notice of Violation and Penalty Assessment: A written notification from the State Veterinarian's 
Office to the responsible authority of the pound or shelter that identifies the specific critical or repeat 
non-critical violation(s) committed and indicates the amount of the civil penalties based on the Animal 
Pound and Shelter Civil Penalty Matrix. 

Case Manager: A veterinarian employed by the Virginia Department of Agriculture and Consumer 
Services, Division of Animal and Food Industry Services, who is under the direction of the State 
Veterinarian. 



SECTION 3: INSPECTION PROCESS 

All animal pounds and shelters, including vehicles used by such to transport companion animals, are 
subject to inspection by the State Veterinarian or his representative. Such inspections shall occur at 
least once per inspection cycle, or more frequently to monitor corrective actions undertaken to address 
violations or upon receipt of a bona fide complaint. The State Veterinarian's representative will 
determine if critical or non-critical violations exist and document said violations. 
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A. Critical Violation upon Inspection 

If the State Veterinarian's representative determines that a critical violation exists, he will: (i) ensure 
that corrective actions are immediately undertaken to prevent further death, serious injury, or 
egregious suffering; and (ii) submit documentation concerning the violation to the Case Manager 
within two business days of inspection for assessment of civil penalties. 

B. First Finding of Non-Critical Violation upon Inspection 

If the State Veterinarian's representative determines that a non-critical violation exists, he will provide 
the responsible authority for the pound or animal shelter a Letter of Information within a reasonable 
time after the inspection. The Letter of Information will include (i) a copy of the inspection report, (ii) an 
explanation of the violation including relevant section(s) of the Code of Virginia or Virginia 
Administrative Code, (iii) a statement of first violation, and (iv) a request for a corrective action plan 
from the responsible authority within a specified timeframe. The responsible authority must submit a 
corrective action plan for the violation within the specified timeframe to avoid future civil penalties if the 
violation is repeated. 

C. Second or Subsequent Finding of Non-Critical Violation upon Inspection 

If the violation is the second or subsequent such violation the State Veterinarian's representative will 
ascertain if a corrective action plan exists for the violation, and if such plan is in implementation. The 
State Veterinarian's representative will provide the responsible authority for the pound or animal 
shelter within a reasonable timeframe a copy of the inspection findings and a Letter of Information. 
The Letter of Information will include (i) a copy of the inspection report, (ii) an explanation of the 
violation including relevant section(s) of the Code of Virginia or Virginia Administrative Code, (iii) a 
statement of subsequent violation, and (iv) a statement indicating either a satisfactory corrective action 
plan is in place or that civil penalties will be considered. If civil penalties are to be considered, 
documentation concerning the violation will be submitted to the Case Manager within seven business 
days. 

D. No Violation upon Inspection 

If the State Veterinarian's representative determines that no violations exist, he will provide the 
responsible authority for the pound or animal shelter a copy of the inspection findings and a Letter of 
Information indicating no violation was determined within a reasonable time after the inspection. 

E. Determination of Subsequent Violation 

The State Veterinarian's representative will determine that a subsequent violation has occurred upon 
review of inspection findings if such violation was noted in one of the previous three inspections of the 
animal pound or shelter, or during the current year and the two previous calendar years if such period 
is shorter in time. 



SECTION 4: CIVIL PENALTY ASSESMENT 

Upon receipt of documentation from the State Veterinarian's representative concerning (i) a critical 
violation, or (ii) a repeat non-critical violation that a corrective action plan failed to address, the Case 
Manager will review said documentation and determine if a civil penalty is to be assessed as follows: 

A. Critical Violations 

If the Case Manager concurs that a critical violation has occurred, the appropriate civil penalty will be 
determined per the civil penalty matrix and a Notice of Violation and Penalty Assessment will be 
prepared for the State Veterinarian's review and signature. The Notice of Violation and Penalty 
Assessment will be sent to the appropriate authority and include a (i) summary of the inspection 
findings and supporting documentation and previous violation history if applicable; (ii) notification of 
the penalty assessed; (iii) request for a corrective action plan from the responsible authority within a 
specified timeframe; and (iv) indicate that the responsible authority may agree to the assessment, sign 
a consent resolution, and pay the civil penalty (due within 30 days after the date of the notice) or 
attend an informal fact finding conference pursuant to § 2.2-401 9 of the Code of Virginia. If the Case 
Manager determines that the violation was non-critical in nature, penalties will be assessed as 
appropriate for non-critical violations. 
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B. Non-Critical Violations 

The Case Manager will review the violation history and resultant corrective action plans of the animal 
pound or shelter. If the Program Case Manager concurs that a repeat violation has occurred and that 
the corrective action plan from the previous violation has not been implemented or is ineffective, the 
appropriate civil penalty will be determined per the civil penalty matrix and a Notice of Violation and 
Penalty Assessment will be prepared for the State Veterinarian's review and signature. The Notice of 
Violation and Penalty Assessment will be sent to the appropriate authority and include a (i) summary 
of the inspection findings and supporting documentation and previous violation history if applicable; (ii) 
notification of the penalty assessed; (iii) request for a new corrective action plan from the responsible 
authority within a specified timeframe; and (iv) indicate that the responsible authority may agree to the 
assessment, sign a consent resolution, and pay the civil penalty (due within 30 days after the date of 
the notice) or attend an informal fact finding conference pursuant to § 2.2-4019 of the Code of Virginia. 

C. Informal Fact Finding Conference 

The State Veterinarian will hold an informal fact finding conference pursuant to § 2.2-4019 of the Code 
of Virginia should the responsible authority dispute the civil penalty assessed. Following the informal 
fact finding conference, the State Veterinarian will send to the responsible authority a written final 
notice (certified mail) of the findings, along with the fact basis for the findings, and the civil penalty 
assessed. 

D. Notification of the Board, Board Actions 

The State Veterinarian will report to the Board all findings in which civil penalties are assessed. In 
cases disposed of by consent resolution with the State Veterinarian, the Board shall ratify the findings 
of the State Veterinarian. In cases that have not been disposed of through consent resolution with the 
State Veterinarian, a representative of the pound or animal shelter may appear before the Board to 
present information as to its responsibility for the violation and the appropriateness of the civil penalty. 
He may do so at the next meeting of the Board, or if that meeting is less than 30 days following receipt 
of the State Veterinarian's findings, then at the next meeting thereafter that is at least 30 days after 
receipt of the findings. However, the responsible party has no right to retry the matter before the 
Board. The Board may establish limits on how much time the pound or animal shelter representative 
will be afforded to address the Board with respect to the State Veterinarian's findings and the civil 
penalty. After a representative of the pound or animal shelter has appeared before the Board or after 
the opportunity to appear before the Board has expired, the Board shall either ratify the findings of the 
State Veterinarian or issue its own findings. 

E. Recovery of Civil Penalties, Use of Civil Penalty Funds 

If the civil penalty is not paid within the allowed time period, the case will be referred to the Office of 
the Attorney General for further action. All civil penalties assessed shall be recovered in a civil action 
brought by the Attorney General in the name of the Commonwealth. Such civil penalties shall be paid 
into a special fund in the state treasury to the credit of the Department to be used in carrying out the 
purposes of the Comprehensive Animal Care laws. 



SECTION 5: DETERMINATION OF CIVIL PENALTY 

The following matrix will be used to determine the dollar amount of civil penalties to be assessed for 
violations. The matrix, in conjunction with the assessment procedure, considers (i) the history of 
previous violations at the animal pound or shelter; (ii) whether the violation has caused injury to, death 
or suffering of, an animal; and (iii) the demonstrated good faith of the responsible authority to achieve 
compliance after notification of the violation. Cumulative penalties, where indicated, will be assessed 
for each day of the period from the day of the first violation through the day of the current violation.
